Life is characterized by growth ahd develop- 
ment. It is a distinctive criterion of Jiving organ- 
isms that they can take into themselves materials 
from their surroundings and so change them 
chemically by digestion that they can absorb and 
assimilate the products and transform them into 
their own body-substance.

Mental life is 
marked by the digestion and assimilation of truths 
and facts which after chreful scrutiny and work- 
ing over in the mind are finally accepted and 
made part of the individual’s mental make-up or 
inner self. Mental growth is a process Of edu- 
cation. It <^is a process of development of the 
physiological, mental and spiritual elements that 
constitute one’s personality. 

There are no short cuts to physical growth. 
The formation and assimilation of new living sub- 
stance ip the body is slow, regular, imperceptible. 
Just so, is mental growth the result of sustained 
and persevering effort. New ideas must be digest- 
ed by the individual himself and added to his own 
inner spiritual substance. This process must be 
patiently and constantly applied if he is to reach 
healthful mental maturity. Education is largely 
a personal matter. 

It is but human that at the approach of fine 
Spring weather a student may be bitten by the 
Ibug of “Spring fever” and grow weary of the 
slow process of learning. The daily rounds of 
study and recital, reading of books, assimilation 
of ideas becomes a grind indeed. One may be 
impelled to hold back and let the professor take 
the initiative— and yet the very purpose of the 
school is not for the benefit of the professor, but 
for the advancement of the student. If he will 
continue to develop mentally, he must persevere in 
regular, patient, sustained effort. It is the one 
way that he can attain to mental maturity, to be 
found in the acquisition of a widely deversified 
and well-digested fund of knowledge.
